RESOLUTION 

No. 9-PG’(112)/63.— The Government of India have 
received the Administration Report of the Port of Calcutta for 
the year 1962-63. The following arc the important features 
of the report : — 

1. FINANCIAL POSITION 

The Port Commissioners’ revenue receipts for the year 
under review amounted to Rs. 1696.98 lakhs as against 
Rs. 1505.85 lakhs in the previous year. The increase in 
revenue receipts was mainly due to an increase of about 10% 
in the total traffic handled. 

The expenditure during the year amounted to Rs. 1644.71 
lakhs as against Rs. 1423.13 lakhs in the previous year. The 
year ended with a surplus of Rs, 52.27 lakhs in the revenue 
account. The increase in expenditure was due to additional 
expenditure on the dredging of the port, maintenance and 
repairs of vessels, locos, labour charges, electric light and 
power. 

The amount available for appropriation in the Revenue 
Balance Account at the end of the year, composed of the 
year’s surplus and the balance brought forward from the pre- 
vious year, was Rs. 52.45 lakhs. Out of this amount, a sum 
of Rs. 52 lakhs, was appropriated to the Capital Account as 
contribution from revenue, and the balance was carried for- 
ward to the next year. 

In addition for financing capital works, the Commissioners 
borrowed Rs. 70 lakhs during the year from Government and 
Rs, 287.69 lakhs in foreign exchange from the World Bank. 

The total balances in the various Revenue Reserve Funds 
as on the 31st March 1963 amounted to Rs, 785.95 lakhs. 

2, TRAFFIC 

The total tonnage of imports and exports which passed 
through the port during the year amounted to Rs. 5.480 
millions and 4.723 millions respectively as against the corres- 
ponding import and export figures of 4.884 millions ami 
4.418 millions In the year 1961-62.

Passenger Traffic : The number of passengers who embark- 
ed from the Port during the year was 10,923. The number 
of passengers who disembarked was 8,942, The correspond- 
ing figures were 16,580 and 12,266 during 1961-62. 

3, LABOUR 

The labour situation in the port during the year continued 
to be satisfactory. 

The average rale of discharge per ship per day in the case 
of general imports excluding foodgrains was 445 tonnes as 
against 469 tonnes during the previous year. In the case of 
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food grains imports, the average rate of discharge per ship 
per day worked to 1,372 tonnes as against 1,414 tonnes dur- 
ing the previous year. The fall in the rates of discharge was 
due to mixed stowage of cargo meant for the port and fluc- 
tuating output of labour working on Board vessels. 

The average rate of loading per ship per day in the case 
of general exports excluding coal and ores was 526 tonnes as 
agamst 531 tonnes during the previous year, The fall in the 
rate of loading was due to the pattern of cargo loaded, delays 
in arrivals of export cargo and the fluctuating output of 
labour working on board vessels. 

In the case of coal exports, the average rate of loading per 
ship worked out to 1110.3 tonnes as against 999.8 tonnes 
during the previous year. The average rate of loading in 
the case of ore vessels worked out to 1,306 tonnes as against 
1,242 tonnes in the previous year. 

The accommodation available in the transit sheds and yards 
was almost fully utilised during the year. There was no 
serious congestion in the Port at any time except for accu- 
mulation of cargo at heavy lift yards on account of irregular 
supply of special stock of railway wagons. 

4. SHIPPING 

The number of the vessels that entered the port during the 
year was 1,82 i as against 1,806 in the previous year. The 
ship with the deepest draft to enter the port was the S.S. 
“Hudson" drawing 25 ft. and 8 in. for’d and 26 ft. aft and 
the ships with the deepest draft to leave the Port were the 
S.S. “Hwaan" and S. S. “Jay Shanti” drawing 26ft. both for’d 
and aft. 

The increase in the number of vessels is less than what the 
additional traffic would have justified on part loading figures. 
This is an indication of the improvement in drafts which 
enabled ships to carry more cargo. The bars which con- 
trolled the draft of ships during the year were Baiari for 
220 days, Nurpur for 108 days, Eastern Gut for 26 days and 
Hopes Crossing for 11 days. 

The total exjpenditure on dredging, including dredging of 
the navigable channel, berths, lock entrances and dock basin, 
amounted to Rs, 156,1 lakhs as against 109.4 lakhs during 
the previous year. The increased expenditure during the 
year was primarily due to the additional amount spent on 
maintenance and repairs to the dredging fleet and more par- 
ticularly on reconditioning and conversion of Dredger Ganga 
to oil fuel. 

5. RIVER MODEL EXPERIMENTS 

All the items of technical equipment order with the 
exception of a few were delivered. The services of a foreign 
technician were obtained under the Colombo Plan to impart 
the necessary training to the technical staff in handling the 
various instruments. For taking scientific observations, 
launches and work boats were procured. Considerable pro- 
gress was made on the constrnction of the Research Vessel 
“Anusandhani” in the U.K. 

The studies carried out on the models at the Central Water 
and Power Research Station. Poona, concerned mainly with 
a suitable lock entrance for the proposed Haldia Dock System, 
effect of groynes at Diamond Sand in the estuary, and stability 
of the Btdari-Haldia Channel in its long term aspect. Certain 
preliminary studies were also made of the effect of a second 
crossing over the River Hooghly. < 

6. HOOGHLY PILOTAGE 

The income from pilotage during the year was Rs. 39.36 
lakhs and the expenditure Rs, 59.39 lakhs, leaving a deficit of 
Rs. 20.03 lakhs. The deficit was partly due to the large 
expenditure incurred on repairs to the two Pilot Vessels, and 
partly due to the revenue from the existing scale of pilotage 
charges being inadequate to cover the growing expenditure. 
A part of the deficit Was covered by a contribution of Rs. 
10.65 lakhs from the Revenue Reserve Fund — Pilotage, and 
the balance was carried forward to the next financial year, 

7. PORT RAILWAY 

The income derived from the Railway during the year 
amounted to Rs. 249.82 lakhs as against Rs, 200.67 lakhs in 
the previous year. This includes earnings from local traffic 
and other miscellaneous services rendered. 

8. PILFERAGES 

The various measure introduced in 1959 to minimise the 
incidence of pilferage in the Port continued to be fully effec- 
tive. 

9. HALDIA ANCHORAGE 

For the fourth year in succession, vessels importing food- 
grains were worked at the Haldia Anchorage during the fair 
weather season from November 1962 to February 1963. In 
all, twelve foodgrain vessels were worked at the Anchorage. 
The deepest draft ship in use the Anchorage was the S.S. 
“Wabash” and the S.S. “Utvik" which drew 30 ft. 2 in. The 
total quantity of foodgrains discharged at the Anchorage was 
62,535 tonnes. 


10. PORT DEVELOPMENT 

The expenditure during the year on Capital works in pro- 
gress amounted to Rs. 494.62 lakhs. 

Important projects progressed during the year were installa- 
tion of electric cranes at berths in Dock No. 1, Kidderpore 
Docks, construction of a 30-tonne and a 60-tonne floating 
crane, construction of a Salv'age-eum-Despatch Vessel, cons- 
truction of a Tea Warehouse at Lybian Depot, and purchase 
of technical equipment and construction of a Research Vessel, 
ancillary craft, etc., for the Hydraulic Study Department. 

11. MISCELLANEOUS 

Another important event of the year was the approval by 
the Government of India of the acquisition of land for the 
construction of a new Dock system at Haldia. This gave an 
impetus to the detailed examination of various aspects of the 
Haldia project, including an examination of the hydraulic 
problems by the Central Water and Power Research Station, 
Poona, in close co-operation with the technical officers of the 
port. 

12. ACKNOWLEDGEMENT 

The Port Commissioners performed another year of useful 
work despite difficult conditions and Government view with 
appreciation the work of the Port Commissioners during the 
year under review.
